Busy work schedule for Ford 
after family Yule in Rockies 


VAIL, Colo. (AP)— After a 
family Christmas here in the 
Rockies, President Ford has 
mapped ou t a bu sy work sched­ 
u le for the rest of the week, in­ 
clu ding conferences with ener­ 
gy and economic adv isers. 
Du e here late today from 
Washington v ia a military cou ­ 
rier flight 
was what 
Ford 
termed a “rather v olu minou s” 
report on allegations that the 
Central Intelligence Agency en­ 
gaged in widespread illegal do­ 
mestic spy ing before he took of­ 
fice. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford wou ld stu dy the CIA 
report, prepared by agency di­ 
rector William E. Colby , before 


deciding "on any action to be 
taken.” 
The President will meet Fri­ 
day at his snow-cov ered ski 
chalet with members of his 
Energy Resou rces Cou ncil. On 
Satu rday he will confer with his 
economic policy board. 
Nessen said neither meeting 
wou ld produ ce final policy deci­ 
sions. Instead, the sessions are 
part of Ford’s preparation for 
Janu ary policy annou ncements 
in his State of the Union ad­ 
dress, economic report and pro­ 
posed federal bu dget. 
The President will be making 
decisions this week on whether 
to sign or v eto dozens of bills 
that Congress passed in the fi­ 
nal day s of its 1974 session. 


Since coming here Su nday , 
Ford has v etoed two bills and 
signed 15 others. 
Ford ’s rented sev en-bedroom 
home was filled for the holiday 
with family and friends. The 
President told reporters he re­ 
ceiv ed “a whole raft of v ery 
nice things” — plu s some food 
which the dieting chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e said he didn’t need 


Howev er, after sev eral hou rs 
of skiing and a work session 
with staff coordinator Donald 
Ru msfeld, the President was 
ready for a family Christmas 
dinner of roast tu rkey with 
ham stu ffing, mashed potatoes 
with grav y ,

hot dinner rolls and pecan pie 
with ice cream. 
On Christmas Ev e, the Fords 
went to the home of friends for 
a bu ffet dinner and then attend­ 
ed interdenominational serv ices 
at Vail’s interfaith chapel. The 
chu rch was packed and Ford 
refu sed a front row seat. Al­ 
thou gh Mrs. Ford sat, the Pres­ 
ident and other members of the 
family stood in the rear du ring 
the 45 -minu te serv ice. 
Ford’s Christmas gifts inclu d­ 
ed brass b<x )kends from wife 
Betty , a tu rtleneck sweater 
from dau ghter Su san, a wool 
shirt-jacket from son Jack and 
a basket of cheeses and sau s­ 
ages from son Michael and his 
wife, Gay le. 


DARWIN, Au stralia (AP) — 
Diseases from pollu ted water 
loday threatened the su rv iv ors 
of the Christmas Day cy clone 
that dev astated Darwin, north­ 
ern Au stralia’s major city . 
Doctors at Darwin Hospital 
said the nu mber of children 
being admitted with illness 
cau sed by drinking pollu ted wa­ 
ter now ou tnu mbered those 
with inju ries cau sed by the kill­ 
er storm. 
A campaign of cholera and 
tetanu s immu nizations was be­ 
gu n to fight the threat of dis­ 
eas« * after this city of 40,(KM) 
was left withou t adeq u ate safe 
water, sewerage serv ice and 
electric power. 
A mass ev acu ation also got 
u nder way , beginning with an 
airlift of the critically inju red. 
Officials 
said 
10,000 people 
wou ld hav e to be ev acu ated, 
and other estimates ranged 
highc*r. 
Su rv iv ors 
told 
harrowing 
tales of escape from the cy ­ 
clone that left at least 40 known 
dead, hu ndreds inju red and 
most of the city ’s residents 
homeless. Cy clone warnings 
had been giv en, bu t one su rv i­ 
v or said, “We were alway s get­ 
ting cy clone warnings, and ev ­ 
ery body was blase abou t it.” 
People du g in the wreckage 
of their homes for their belong­ 
ings. One hou se bore a hand­ 
written sign: “Looters Shot.” 
The Au stralian Air Force 
flew in more than 20 planeloads 
of medical su pplies, drinking 
water, food, blankets, clothing 
and medical teams. The planes 
then ferried more than 200 per­ 
sons to hospitals in east coast 
cities, more than fiv e hou rs 
away . 
Defense Minister Lance Barn­ 
ard took charge of the relief op­ 
eration and said 40 persons 
were known dead. Other re­ 
ports from Darwin pu t the 
death toll as high as 80. 
Hu ndreds were reported in­ 
ju red or missing. 
Barnard said at least 10,000 
of the city ’s 40,000 people wou ld 
hav e to be ev acu ated u ntil the 
town was rebu ilt. 
Su rv iv ors reported 
H) per 
cent of the city ’s bu ildings were 
damaged or demolished. 
Relief organizations in Au s­ 
tralia’s sou thern cities began 
preparations to hou se ev acu ees 
at race tracks, fair grou nds 
and gov ernment hostels. 
Appeals were made for blood, 
accommodations and money . 


White House security normal despite 
Chrisfmas-day crashing of iron gates 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Offi­ 
cials reported rou tine secu rity 
precau tions were in effect to­ 
day at the White Hou se despite 
a Christmas Day gate-crashing 
by a self-proclaimed "messiah” 
who kept gu ards at bay for 
hou rs with bogu s ex plosiv es 
Meanwhile, workmen began 
repairing the dented gates on a 
driv eway along Pennsy lv ania 
Av enu e that the intru der ram ­ 
med his au tomobile throu gh. 
The u su al crowd of tou rists en­ 
tered throu gh the tou r gate on 
another side on the presidential 
mansion. 
Officials responsible for the 
White Hou se secu rity display ed 
a calm approach to the in­ 


cident, which came 10 months 
after a y ou ng GI crashed a sto­ 
len Army helicopter on the 
White Hou se lawn. 
Treasu ry Secretary William 
Simon commended the Secret 
Serv ice for its “professional” 
handling of the incident bu t 
said it demonstrated the need 
“to see how similar things 
cou ld be prev ented from hap­ 
pening again.” 
Spokesmen for both the Se­ 
cret Serv ice and its Ex ecu tiv e 
Protection Serv ice branch said 
their “constant re-ev alu ation” 
of their White Hou se* secu rity 
wou ld lead to a closer ex am­ 
ination of the incident, bu t the 
report 
might 
take 
sev eral 


weeks. 
President Ford and his fami­ 
ly were away on a skiing v aca­ 
tion in Colorado A Secret Serv ­ 
ice spok« *sman said that for 
that 
reason,

gu ards had reacted in a more 
“compassionate” way . 
No shots were fired du ring 
the 
tense

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
J W Fu lbright, I) Ark., has re­ 
signed from the Senate effec- 
tiv e Dec 31, the Senate secre­ 
tary ’s office said today . 
The resignation of Fu lbright, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Com m ittee, opens the 
way for Arkansas (¡ov . Dale 
Bu mpers to su cceed him early 
if Bu mpers resigns as gov er­ 
nor. 
Bu mpers defeated Fu lbright's 
bid for re-election in the Demo­ 
cratic primary earlier this y ear 
and then went on to score an 
ov erwhelming v ictory ov er a 
Repu blican opponent in the No­ 
v ember election. 
There 
was 
no 
indication 
whether Bu mpers, whose* term 
as gov ernor ru ns u ntil Jan. 14, 
wou ld resign to take ov er Fu l 
bright s s« *at 
Fu lbright'» resignation ahead 
of the e x pira tion of his term on 
Jan 8 cou ld enable Bu mpers to 
gain a.*, edge in seniority ov er 


other incoming freshmen. 
There has been some q u es­ 
tion abou t whether Bu mpers 
wou ld resign as gov ernor ev en 
to su cceed Fu lbright on Jan. 3 
when the new Congress official­ 
ly comes into being. 
The gov ernor 
Bu mpers or 
his su ccessor 
cou ld appoint 
Fu lbright’s su ccessor for the 
remainder of Fu lbright*s term. 
Bu mpers will hav e to giv e u p 
his state office to become a 
senator. He is not permitted u n­ 
der federal law to hold both 
posts at the same time 


Fu lbright was reported by his 
office to be away on v acation. 
No reason for his resignation 
before the ex piration of his 
term was av ailable, bu t some 
other senators also hav e su b 
m it ted their resignations as of 
Dec. 31 and all of them thu s 
will receiv e a 6 4 per cent in 
crease in their retirement bene­ 
fit» . 


Help Offers came from New 
Zealand, the United States and 
Britain. The gov ernment ac­ 
cepted the offer of a hu ge U.S. 
Air Force Starlifter, a C130 
transport plane from New Zea­ 
land and a British su bmarine 
whose generators can prov ide 
enou gh power for a city the 
size of Darwin. 
Rescu e operations were ham­ 
pered by continu ed rain from 
the 
cy clone, 
Tracy , 
which 
roared ou t of the Timor Sea be­ 
fore dawn Wednesday and lash­ 
ed Darwin for fou r hou rs with 
winds u p to 120 miles an hou r 
and heav y rains. 
The storm today had ad­ 
v anced abou t 100 miles sou th­ 
east of Darwin and was threat­ 
ening to pick u p force and mo­ 
mentu m again ov er the Gu lf of 
Carpentaria. 
Police said there had been 
some looting in the city . 
An inocu lation program was 
begu n to prev ent the ou tbreak 
of disease cau sed by the break-

down of water and sewerage fa­ 
cilities. 
Darwin is more than 2,000 
miles from Sy dney and 900 
miles by road from the nearest 
large town, Alice Springs, in 
central Au stralia. At this time 
of the y ear it is accessible only 
by sea and air becau se roads 
across the hu ndreds of miles of 
ou tback desert and prairie are 
cu t by the monsoon rains. 
Domestic airliners, ex ecu tiv e 
jets and other priv ate planes 
were mobilized for the relief 
airlift. The aircraft carrier 
Melbou rne and two destroy ers 
were en rou te from Sy dney , bu t 
will not arriv e u ntil nex t week. 
Normalcommu nications were 
wiped ou t by the storm — 
eq u iv alent to a hu rricane or ty ­ 
phoon elsewhere in the world — 
that demolished homes, sank 
ships, smashed parked planes, 
hu rled cars across streets and 
sent glass windowpanes and 
iron roofing fly ing throu gh the 
air. 


Rega Vardenega, depu ty di­ 
rector of the National Disaster 
Organization in Canberra, said 
today there was still no clear 
pictu re of casu alties, damage 
or relief needs. 
One report said 90 per cent of 
the homes and other bu ildings 
were destroy ed or damaged. 
Continu ing rains and winds 
gu sting u p to 30 miles an hou r 
compou nded the misery of the 
su rv iv ors and hampered relief 
work. 
Prime Minister Gou gh Whit- 
lam, in London on a Eu ropean 
tou r, radioed the may or of Dar­ 
win that he had ordered “that 
nothing be spared to bring aid 
to the homeless and afflicted ” 


Noting that Darwin was the 
only Au stralian city ex tensiv ely 
damaged by Japanese bombers 
du ring World War II, Whitlam 
pledged a “determined and u n­ 
remitting effort” to rebu ild the 
city again and reliev e its su f 
fering.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A

Rep Les Aspin, D-Wis., said 
Wednesday the Army either is 
ignoring a congressional direc­ 
tiv e that nerv e gas activ ities be 
limited to research or it plans 
to conv ince Congress to change 
the law'. 
Aspin said he wou ld seek 
emergency hearings on the 
matter when the new Congress 
conv enes nex t month. 
An Army spokesman said 
Christmas night that he cou ld 
not respond to q u estions abou t 
the Aspin allegation u ntil he 
gets in tou ch with officials in­ 
v olv ed in chemical warfare 
programs. 
Aspin, in a written statement, 
said he was basing his asser­ 
tions on a Dec. 11 entry in the 
Commerce 
D epartm ent’s 
“Bu siness Daily ,” a listing of 
gov ernment contract notices. 
The entry was a q u ery to 
chemical companies abou t their

WASHINGTON (LENS)— With 
surprising speed, a lo ng perio d o f 
uncertain sluggishness in the Amer­ 
ican eco no my has turned into steep 
decline. Amo ng many indicato rs the 
unemplo y ment figures are pro bably 
the m o st dramatic. 
In a single week in mid-No v em­ 
ber the number o f men and wo men 
receiv ing unemplo y ment co m pensa­ 
tio n—by definitio n, ex p erien ced 
wo rkers and no t new entrants into 
the labo r fo rce—ro se by just under 
10 per cent. The o v er-all rate o f un­ 
em plo y m ent has suddenly bo unded 
upward, fro m 5 .4 per cent in August 
to 6 .5 per cent in No v ember. 
;There is remarkable (and po ssi­ 
bly o mino us) unanimity amo ng the 
fo recasters that the decline in the 
natio n’s o utput will hit bo tto m dur­ 
ing 197 5 and that pro ductio n and em ­ 
plo y ment will turn up again so m e 
tim e nex t y ear, with differences o nly 
o v er the timing and magnitude. 
There is equal near-unanimity that 
inflatio n will diminish quite signifi­ 
cantly fro m its present rate o f 12-14 
per cent, depending o n what m eas­ 
ure is used; many fo recasts, indeed, 
no w pro ject a rate as lo w as 6 per 
cent in late 19 7 5 . 
But the pro blem fo r the Fo rd ad­ 
ministratio n and the bo istero us new 
Dem o cratic Co ngress is whether to 
rely o n the fo recasts o f an upturn in 
pro ductio n o r to m o v e no w in the di­ 
rectio n o f stimulus. 
The o fficial go v ernment fo recast 
has no t y et been released, but it 
fo resees a sizable decline in real o ut­ 
put in the current fo urth quarter, a 
further dro p in the first quarter, and 
a better picture fro m that po int o n. 
Paul 
McCracken, 
the 
fo rmer 
chairm an o f the Co uncil o f Eco no m ­ 
ic Adv isers and an o ld friend o f the 
President, is in the majo rity when he 
pro jects a “ V” ty pe o f recessio n, 
with o utput rising briskly rather 
so o n after the bo tto m has been 
to uched. But there are dissenters, 
and no o ne can be sure. 
Fo r ex am ple, Henry Kaufman o f 
the 
Wall 
Street 
firm, 
Salo mo n 
Bro thers, co ncedes that the do wn­ 
turn will halt, but he believ es that fi­ 
nancial facto rs will balk the reco v ­ 
ery , giv ing the eco no my and “ L- 
shaped” pattern with a further rise 
in unemplo y ment. 
In any case, ev en such high go v ­ 
ernm ent o fficials as William Simo n, 
the Secretary o f the Treasury , and 
Alan Greenspan, the chairman o f 
the President’s Co uncil o f Eco no mic 
Adv isers, are predicting that unem ­ 
plo y ment will rise abo v e 7 per cent 
in the new y ear, meaning that well 
abo v e 6 millio n peo ple will be o ut o f 
jo bs. 
Other eco no m ists, including Ar­ 
thur Okun, a Demo crat and a fo rmer 
chairm an o f the co uncil, believ e the 
o dds fav o r a rise to 8 per cent, which 
wo uld m ake this the wo rst o f the 
po stwar recessio ns. 
To stim ulate o r no t to stim ulate? 
The key is fiscal po licy . Hardest o f 
the hardliners in the administratio n 
is Simo n. Co nv inced that the co un­ 
try ’s o v erriding pro blem remains 
inflatio n and that there is no w a 
go lden o ppo rtunity fo r reducing it 
significantly , Simo n said recently : 
“ If we were to switch to stim ula­ 
tio n o f the eco no my in o rder to re­ 
duce the rate o f unemplo y ment, o ur 
pro blem wo uld no t be just liv ing 
with the present rate o f inflatio n, but 
liv ing with an accelerating rate o f 
inflatio n. And if we maintain such a 
po licy stance fo r lo ng, we wo uld pass 
bey o nd the inflatio nary po int o f no 
return, and prices and wages wo uld 
be sucked up unco ntro llably like 


leav es in a hurricane.” 
Greenspan argues that “ it is e s­ 
sential that we do no t thro w away 
the gains we are in the pro cess o f 
making in reducing inflatio n by 
hasty po licy actio ns.” But he do es 
no t rule o ut stimulus and he has 
m ade a po int o f majo r impo rtance: 
if there is to be stimulus, “ we sho uld 
fo cus o ur attentio n who ly o n the tax 
side o f the budget.” 


His co lleague o n the co uncil, Wil­ 
liam Fellner, has indicated the di­ 
rectio n that a reco mmendatio n to 
reduce tax es wo uld take—a co rrec­ 
tio n o f the sliding scale o f indiv idual 
inco me tax brackets to o ffset the un­ 
intended “ inequity ” caused by infla­ 
tio n, with a co rrespo nding change in 
the co rpo ratio n tax to co rrect fo r the 
way in which inflatio n is increasing 
“ under depreciatio n” o f phy sical as­ 
sets. 


In any ev ent, there is no do ubt 
that the administratio n is unani­ 
mo us in o ppo sing a deliberate in­ 
crease o f federal go v ernment ex ­ 
penditures as a means o f stim ulus, 
ex cept fo r the inev itable rise in un­ 
em plo y m ent benefits and so m e ex ­ 
pansio n o f “ public serv ice em plo y ­ 
m ent,” a pro gram o f federal pay ­ 
ments fo r emplo y ment at the state 
and lo cal go v ernment lev el. 
While the new budget will rise 
fro m the current y ear’s appro x i­ 
m ately $305 billio n to abo ut $335 
bil­ 
lio n o r a little mo re, this is because 
o f built-in facto rs and no t because 
o f co nscio us decisio ns to prime the 
pump. 
Co ngress, o f co urse, is ano ther 
m atter. There is simply no telling 
what it will do , ex cept that it wo uld 
almo st certainly appro v e a tax re­ 
ductio n if the President reco m ­ 
mended o ne, tho ugh with altera­ 
tio ns. It remains do ubtful whether 
Co ngress, despite enlarge Dem o cra­ 
tic m ajo rities, will actually try to 
fo rce a pro gram o f eco no mic co n­ 
tro ls do wn the President’s thro at. 
But the issue will remain aliv e, with 
all the dam aging co nsequences in 
the fo rm o f anticipato ry price and 
wage increases in cases where so m e 
mo no po ly po wer ex ists. Giv en the 
delay s in getting Co ngress o rganized 
and the resistance fro m the adm in­ 
istratio n, it wo uld be difficult in any 
ev ent fo r the legislature to rush into 
m assiv e new spending pro grams, 
much as the liberal 
Dem o crats 
might like them. 
The President himself is o n rec­ 
o rd as say ing that a rise o f unem ­ 
plo y ment to 6 .5 
per cent—which has 
no w o ccurred—wo uld be “ indicativ e 
o f a v ery serio us added deterio ra­ 
tio n.” In additio n, his eco no m ists 
no w hav e the first ev idence, fro m 
the Co mmerce Department’s o ffi­ 
cial surv ey o f business intentio ns, 
that inv estment in plant and equip­ 
ment, the chief pro p fo r the eco no my 
in 19 7 4, will turn do wn in real term s 
nex t y ear. 
In a speech last week, Fo rd an­ 
no unced no change in po licy al­ 
tho ugh he pledged to suppo rt “ ade­ 
quate do llar am o unts” fo r bills no w 
at last mo v ing thro ugh Co ngress fo r 
ex panded public serv ice em plo y ­ 
ment and unemplo y ment benefits. 
The first o f these go es bey o nd his o r­ 
iginal request. He did say that the 
administratio n wo uld be “ respo n­ 
siv e to change circum stances and 
the last av ailable fo recast.” Fo rd 
kept emphasizing the lo nger term 
pro blem o f inflatio n and he added: 
“ If any o ne ex pects a 1 8 0 degrees 
turn fro m inflatio n fighting to anti­ 
recessio n pump priming they will be 
disappo inted.”

Ev ery bo dy talks abo ut the w el­ 
fare sy stem , but what do peo ple 
really think abo ut it? 
To find o ut, the Univ ersity o f Cal­ 
ifo rnia’s Regio nal Research Insti­ 
tute in So cial Welfare po lled 9 ,346 
perso ns o v er 18 y ears o f age in eight 
states. Researchers co nducted ho me 
interv iews in Nebraska, Ohio , New 
Mex ico , 
Washingto n, 
New 
Yo rk, 
Geo rgia, Flo rida and Califo rnia to 
get a co mprehensiv e cro ss-sectio n o f 
American so ciety . 
The av erage interv iewee 
was 
abo ut 40, a high scho o l graduate who 
may hav e had a y ear o r two o f co l­ 
lege, was a ho meo wner in an urban 
area and had an annual family in­ 
co m e o f $9 ,000. 
It was fo und that peo ple clearly 
reco gnize the place o f public welfare 
in the schem e o f things, that their 
image o f relief recipients is no t neg­ 
ativ e o r rejecting and that they do 
no t ho ld the indiv idual entirely re­ 
spo nsible fo r his 
po v erty . 
They 
clearly believ e that welfare serv ices 
and pro grams fo r rehabilitatio n and 
assistance are an appro priate use o f 
tax mo ney . 
Ev en so , a surprising pro po rtio n 
o f peo ple interv iewed had m isco n­ 
ceptio ns abo ut 
welfare. 
Fo r 
in­ 
stance, that welfare pay s mo re to a 
mo ther 
with 
dependent 
children 
than it do es fo r an aged, blind o r dis­ 
abled adult; that the majo rity o f the 
heads o f po o r fam ilies are usually 
emplo y ed 
rather than 
underem­ 
plo y ed o r unemplo y able, and that 
the majo rity o f peo ple o n welfare 
are able-bo died adults. 
All o f these o pinio ns are wro ng, 
say the USC researchers, y et the 
public still retains a genuine co ncern 
fo r tho se in need o f help. Amo ng 
their co nclusio ns: 
—Attitudes abo ut public welfare 
are sensitiv e, understanding and fa­ 
v o rable. Only 5 
per cent o f the public 
co uld be described as to tally resist­ 
ant to the public welfare co ncept. 
—Peo ple say that tax -suppo rted 
welfare pro grams sho uld pro v ide a 
decent lev el o f liv ing, no t just the 
bare necessities. 
—The also say that go v ernment, 
no t priv ate enterprise o r charities, 
has the respo nsibility to pro v ide fo r 
the po o r. 
—Peo ple believ e welfare serv ices 
sho uld be made av ailable to the gen­ 
eral po pulatio n acco rding to ability 
to pay , and 8 6 per cent o f the public 
suppo rts financial aid to the wo rking 
po o r. 
—While all welfare serv ices are 
fav o red to a substantial degree, 
m edical care and pro tectiv e serv ic­ 
es fo r children receiv e the highest 
prio rity . Abo rtio n co unseling and 
suicide prev entio n are the least-fa­ 
v o red serv ices. 
These and o ther majo r findings o f 
the study , say the researchers, co uld 
play an impo rtant part in decisio ns 
made abo ut welfare in the future by 
lawm akers.

Dick, J ane and Spo t are no lo nger 
o n the elem en tary edu catio n al 
scene. But ho ld y o ur cheers. They 
hav e been replaced by their identi­ 
cal twins, J anet and Mark and 
“ So cks” (So cks? ). 
And they hav en’t learned a thing, 
writes famed educatio nal psy cho lo ­ 
gist Bruno Bettelheim in “ Enco un­ 
ter” m agazine. In fact, he charges, 
the Harper & Ro w primers are a 
majo r reaso n why so many children 
no t o nly nev er learn ho w to read 
pro perly 
but 
are 
perm an en tly 
turned o ff fro m bo o ks. 
Fo r ex am ple, the first two pages 
sho w pictures o f J anet and Mark. 
J anet is tending a to mato plant and 
Mark is raking grass. 
No w, no no rmal first-grade bo y 
enjo y s raking o r mo wing grass, say s 
Bettelheim , and o nly a few girls o f 
this age are enamo ured o f tending 
to mato plants. 
Imm ediately , the 
y o ung po tential reader’s intelligence 
is insulted. 
Elsewhere, the readers po werful­ 
ly suggest that scho o l is best av o id­ 
ed: 
“ In the mo rning y o u get up. Yo u 
get 
dressed. Yo u get breakfast. 
Ev en if y o u get wet y o u go to scho o l 
o n tim e. Then y o u get o ut o f scho o l 
and y o u go ho me again After a day 
o f getting up and getting dressed and 
getting breakfast, and getting wet, 
and getting to scho o l, and getting ho t 
and getting ho me and getting din­ 
ner, y o u get v ery tired and get into 
bed, so that y o u can get up the nex t 
mo rning and start all o v er again.” 
A mo re depressing v iew o f life 
can hardly be imagined, say s Bettel­ 
heim No r is there any suggestio n 
that so mething meaningful may go 
in scho o l. In fairness to J anet and 
Mark, things are no t much better in 
o ther readers. 
Why do o ur educato rs do ev ery ­ 
thing they can to prev ent children 
fro m entering the m agic wo rld o f 
CYeading?

Ma o Tse-tung is 81 to da y a nd 
still the do mina nt figure in 
Co mmunist China despite his 
a dv a nced a ge 
As usua l, neither Peking Ra ­ 
dio no r the co ntro lled press 
ma de a ny mentio n o f the a nni­ 
v ersa ry . 
Since 
the 
Chinese 
Co mmunists rega rd birthda y s 
a s priv a te a ffa irs, there were 
no o fficia l celebra tio ns. 
The secrecy surro unding the 
o pera tio n o f the go v erning a p­ 
pa ra tus in China ma kes it im­ 
po ssible to ev a lua te a ccura tely 
Ma o ’s ro le in the Chinese po liti­ 
ca l a rena . 
But his na me a nd his writ­ 
ings co ntinue to be inv o ked a t 
ev ery lev el o f life. The philo ­ 
so phies o r po licies o f o ther Chi­ 
nese lea ders a re v irtua lly ig­ 
no red, a nd their speeches gen­ 
era lly reflect Ma o ist po sitio ns, 
a ttitutdes a nd phra seo lo gy . 
Ma o ’s impa ct o n the 28 -mil­ 
lio n-member pa rty a nd o n the 
sta te is co mmunica ted thro ugh 
his immense prestige. He is be­ 
liev ed to la y do wn the bro a d 


o utlines o f po licy which subo r 
dina tes ca rry o ut. 
Tho ugh he ha s met a succes­ 
sio n o f fo reign v isito rs in 197 4 , 
his ex a ct 
wherea bo uts ha v e 
been kept a my stery . Recent 
v isito rs ha v e been flo wn to a 
spo t o utside Peking a nd a sked 
no t to disclo se its lo ca tio n. It is 
no t kno wn whether he ha s quit 
the ca pita l fo r a wa rmer cli­ 
ma te o r is pla nning so me new 
po litica l mo v e. 
Few men in public life to da y 
ha v e ma inta ined a grip o n pa r­ 
ty a nd sta te po wer fo r so lo ng a 
perio d. Since 1935 he ha s in ef­ 
fect hea ded the Chinese Co m­ 
munist pa rty . And he ha s been 
the No . One ma n in China since 
he pro cla imed the Co mmunist 
republic in 194 9, tho ugh his in­ 
fluence wa ned fo r a time in the 
la te 1950s a nd ea rly 196 0s. 
Despite his pre-eminence, his 
po sitio n is no t a s secure a s he 
wo uld wish it. He ha s been in­ 
v o lv ed in a struggle fo r co ntro l 
o f the 212-millio n-ma n Peo ple’s 
Libera tio n Army since the end 
o f the 196 6 -6 9 Grea t Cultura l 


Rev o lutio n. 
As a co nsequence o f tha t 
ma ssiv e purge, Defense Minis­ 
ter Lin Pia o emerged 
fiv e 
y ea rs a go a s his chief cha lleng­ 
er. v y ing with him fo r co m­ 
ma nd o f the a rmy a s well a s 
directio n 
o f

sta te. 
Thwa rted, Lin is sa id to ha v e 
plo tted to a ssa ssina te Ma o . He 
wa s repo rted kilknl in a pla ne 
cra sh in September, 197 1, a s he 
fled fro m the co untry .

CHAMPAIGN, III 
(AP) 
Nancy 
Rogers, 
whose 
dis­ 
criminating taste buds made 
her the nation’s top collegiate 
judge of milk, drinks the in- 
stant-mix variety on campus. 
“ Pm a student, so 1 try to get 
by as cheaply as possible,” 
said the 20-year-old junior from 
Elmhurst. 
She and three other members 
of the University of Illinois 
taste testing team competed 
with 26 schools in October in 
the National Collegiate Dairy 
Products contest 
in 
Dallas, 
Tex. 
Miss 
Rogers 
placed 
first 
among the milk tasters, team­ 
mate Ed Potts was selected the 
top ice cream tester and the Il­ 
linois team finished third over­ 
all. 
But now that the contest is 
over, Miss Rogers and Potts 
say they have abandoned their 
discriminating ways and have 
reverted to their old eating 
habits. 


"It hasn’t changed my eating 
habits in the least,” said Potts, 
21, a senior from Carmi 
“ I attribute my win to great 
coaching, I guess,” he said 
The team coach was Mike 
Matthews, a 28-year-old New 
Zealander, who took the job 
this fall after Joseph Tobias 
stepped down. Tobias led seven 
Illinois teams to first-place fin­ 
ishes in the 53-year-old contest. 
Matthew’s selected his team 
in September and started them 
on an eight-week training regi- 
min that forced the players to 
the table l 1- hours each week 
night and three hours on Satur­ 
days. 
The squad went through five 
gallons of milk, a pound of 
cheddar cheese, five pounds of 
cottage cheese, a gallon of ice 
cream and a pound of butter 
each week during the training 
season, the coach said. 
“ When we competed in the 
Chicago regionals, some of the 
samples were bloody awful,” 


he said. “ Some of the kids were 
[xisitively gagging on some of 
the samples that were offered 
I try not to make my samples 
so bad the kid gag ” 


The object of the contest and 
the training is to educate pros­ 
pective dairy industry execu­ 
tives in what makes a good 
quality product.

testing.’s 
highest 
awards, but Matthews said the 
students are taught to taste the 
food and then spit it out. 


“ If you eat the samples, your 
taste buds get saturated very 
quickly and you lose interest in 
sampling.” Matthews said. 


“ I ate some of the samples of 
ice cream,” Potts admitted. 
“ But I didn’t gain any weight. 
Maybe I just cut down on sup­ 
per ”

Pierce said he could support 
any of them and will attend a

Pierce said he understands 
about 30 Democrats, including 
those newly elected who will 
take their seats for the first 
time in January, are opposed to 
Choate.

The comm ittee was ap p oint­ 
ed by Howlett in March, 19 73. 
Chairman is William H. Morris, 
of Chicago, director of the N a­ 
tional Conference of Bar E x ­ 
aminers.

I. Em rik son, Niles p olice chief; 
John W 
Clark, of Danv ille, 
sheriff of Vermilion County ; 
Dwight E. Pitm an, Sp ringfield, 
s ta te p olice sup e rin te n d e n t; 
Silv er Suarez, Sp ringfield, of 
the Illinois Local Gov ernmental 
Law 
E n fo rc e m e n t O fficers 
Training Board, and John E. 
Baerwald, director of the Uni­ 
v ersity 
of

Traffic Safety Center at Urba- 
na-Champ aign. 
On other issues, the com m it­ 
tee recom m ended: 
1. If p roduction and distribu­ 
tion costs of annual p lates be­ 
come ex cessiv e, a

both y ears p aid at once. 
2. Uniform renewal of all a u­ 
to license p lates at the sam e 
time of y ear be retained, instead 
of a stagggered issuance. 
3. All automobiles should p ay 
the sam e license p late fee, re ­ 
gardless of horsep ower, weight, 
seating cap acity or other c h a r­ 
acteristics. 
(This recommendation was 


questioned by Secretary How­ 
lett. He said he would seek fur­ 
ther adv ice from fuel conserv a­ 
tion ex p erts. He p ersonally felt 
cars which burn more gasoline 
p er mile should p ay a higher li­ 
cense fee than the sm aller cars 
with better m ileage.) 
4. The fee for transfer of reg ­ 
istration from one car to anoth­ 
er be raised from $2 to $5 
5. Two p lates continue to be 
issued for each car-—front and 
rear. 
6 . No county or other local 
area designation be m ade on 
state p lates. 
7. Motor 
v ehicle 
title and 
re g is tra tio n in fo rm atio n be 
combined into a 
“ Regititle” 
format (already imp lemented 
by Howlett before the com m it­ 
te e ’s rep ort was issued). 
8. If 
a 
v alidation 
sy stem 
should become necessary for 
future

p lates, a tamp erp roof decal or 
stick er of adequate size should 
be affix ed for both p lates. The 
com m ittee said the stick ers or 
tabs, about a square inch in 
area now used in other states, 
are too sm all. 
Thirty -fiv e states and 
the 
District of Columbia now use 
multi-y ear license p lates, v ary ­ 
ing from two to fiv e y ears. 
E ight o th e rs using an n ua l 
p lates in 19 74 hav e authorized 
multi-y ear p lates in 19 75. Illi­ 
nois is one of sev en using annu­ 
al p lates and not p lanning to 
switch nex t y ear. 
The committee said m ulti­ 
y ear p lates would sav e money 


but would m ak e enforcement 
more difficult. 
The annual sy stem rep laces 
worn or illegible p lates, while 
up dating the v ehicle inform a­ 
tion record. 


States which use multi-y ear 
p lates generally charge an an 
nual fee any way . It is p ublicly 
acknowledged by the little tabs 
or stick ers fix ed on the p lates 
But the identification or serial 
num ber can be read only at 
v ery close range. 


A p olice officer try ing to 
judge if a license p late is up to- 
date has to look closely to tell 
from a tiny tab. 
If registration p eriods are 
staggered, the officer must a l­ 
way s watch two sets of v alid li­ 
cense p lates; those not y et ex ­ 
p ired and those just renewed. 


In Illinois, the renewal p eriod 
is limited to fiv e months late in 
the calendar y ear and early the 
following y ear. 
If the renewals were stag ­ 
gered, so one-twelfth of all the 
c a r s w ere r e g is te re d eac h 
month, 
the 
Secretary 
could 
handle the work with a uniform 
n um be r of p e rm a n e n t e m ­ 
p loy es instead of a sm aller p e r­ 
manent staff and larger tem p o­ 
rary staff. 
Here, again, money would be 
sav ed, but at the ex p ense of en­ 
forcement. 
Illinois and Missouri are the 
only states which now charge 
for auto license p lates accord­ 
ing to horsep ower.

Among viewers of television 
quiz shows these days may he 
an Internal 
Revenue Service 
agent 
The IR S agents’ interest is 
not in entertainment, hut 
to 
m ake sure the government gets 
its tax share of the prizes 
When it comes time for the 
quiz show winner to pay taxes, 
the IR S m ay check to make 
sure that the winnings were de­ 
clared 
If not, the taxpayer 
may be invited in to talk about 
it. 
The IR S isn’t interested in 
just money prizes. It expects 


taxpayers to declare as income 
the value of any merchandise 
prizes, such as an automobile 
or refrigerator 
The growing number of offi­ 
cial state lotteries and the new 
popularity of television 
quiz 
shows has prompted queries to 
the IR S about how prize w in­ 
nings should be handled 
Money won as a 
prize is 
treated the same as any other 
income for tax purposes. 
Fo r exam ple, a person with 
$15,oo<) gross income and three 
dependents and who claims the 
standard deduction on a joint 
tax return would end up paying 


a tax of $220 on a $ 1,000 prize. 
The tax on the first $15,000 on 
income would amount to $1,820. 
The 
$1,000 
prize 
would 
be 
treated as additional income, 
increasing the tax due to $2,040. 
IR S spokesmen say a person 
winning a big one-time prize 
might get some tax break by 
averaging 
out 
the 
winnings 
over a period of several years, 
a procedure called tax-aver­ 
aging. 
The 
IR S 
doesn’t 
usually 
check up on small amounts, but 
it has ways of being informed 
about the larger prizes, espe­ 
cially those of $800 or over 


For one thing, lotteries, race 
tracks and quiz show sponsors 
are required to report to the 
IR S prizes of $600 or more. 
These 
reports 
then 
can 
be 
checked against the winner’s 
tax return. 


In addition, it is not uncom­ 
mon for IR S agents to monitor 
quiz shows and clip newspaper 
accounts of lottery and other 
prize winners, although agents 
are not regularly assigned to 
such monitoring activities. 


Tax returns of professional 
« nmbier«; also may 
be sub­ 


jected to spcicial scrutiny, an 
IR S spokesman said 


Tax returns for 1974 went in 
the 
mail 
im m ediately 
after 
Christm as. The IR S estimates 
about 83 million returns will be 
filed for 1974, compared with 81 
million last year. 


Technically, taxpayers should 
declare as income all prize or 
gambling income, even a $10 
office football pool or money 
won in a weekend poker game, 
regardless of whether it was le­ 
gally obtained.

When athletic director of Dix on High School sp orts Chu ck Vail 
first attem p ted to ignite a driv e for the baseball and swimming p ro­ 
gram s, failu re hit him in the face. A driv e cou ld not get u nder way 
and the school was in enou gh financial difficu lty at the time that 
board su p p ort was definitely ou t. Bu t being the man he is, Vail k ep t 
work ing at a way to initiate the sp orts at ou r high school. 
After a small lap se of time he tried again, and this time with 
the assistance of a handfu l of determined stu dents. I am hap p y to 
say I was a p art of the driv e which netted nearly $8,000 in ju st ov er 
fou r months. We work ed hard and diligently and ou r reward was 
seeing that op ening baseball game against Forreston last May . It 
was an ex citing and fru itfu l y ear. 
Bu t danger was imminent. Vail allocated as little money as he 
cou ld to different p arts of the two p rogram s ev en to the ex tent of 
u sing no bu ses last y ear du ring the baseball season. Ex tremely 
high p rices in almost ev ery p hase of the two p rogram s ate u p the 
money And since it was a new p rogram to DHS, all new eq u ip ment 
had to be p u rchased and k ep t u p. One can see where a su m of mon­ 
ey will go when p rices are high, eq u ip ment is needed and coaches 
are to be p aid. 
At the end of the driv e, we were giv en the ok ay by the board 
and we were told that we were not to condu ct any more su ch driv es. 
This, of cou rse, p resented a p roblem as to where wou ld we receiv e 
fu tu re monies to aid these two worthy p rogram s. With the p assage 
of last y ear’s referendu m we (and it seems false now) assu med the 
board wou ld su p p ort u s. 
The ex p enses will nev er be $8,000 again, becau se eq u ip ment 
has already been p u rchased. Up k eep and coaches’ salaries are all 
the money that is needed to k eep the p rogram s aliv e and activ e. 
I had the p leasu re of writing u p many of last season’s baseball 
games and I intend to do the sam e this su m m er u pon my retu rn to 
Dix on. I cannot recall seeing bu t a cou p le of board members at any 
of the gam es so they do not realize what joy hav ing baseball meant, 
and still m eans, to these stu dents. 
Unfortu nately it has been imp ossible for me to hav e witnessed 
any swimming meets, bu t it is a fact we hav e ex trem ely fine talent 
in this sp ort. In other words, we hav e the talent, the locations, the 
bu rning desire of each p articip ant, that mak e these two p rogram s 
mu ch needed in ou r sp orts world at the high school. 
It look s as if one sp ort may hav e to be drop p ed (swim m ing) bu t 
this wou ld only reliev e the p roblem shortly , and it isn’t fair to the 
willing swim m ers that their sp ort shou ld be ax ed.

pro blem that bro ught it o n. I 
wo ndered if mo v ing to a lo wer 
altitude might help 
DEAR READER That is an 
interesting questio n. Yo u may 
recall 
that 
President 
Eisenho wer was in the Denv er 
area when he had his first heart 
attack If y o u liv e at sea lev el 
and go to altitude, the first few 
day s are the mo st difficult. 


Then y o ur bo dy starts undergo ­ 
ing changes to adapt to the new 
altitude, in so me nativ es liv ing 
o v er to .(XX) feet altitude, heart 
disease is alm o st unkno wn. 
Ho wev er, they also are lean 
peo ple, eating far different 1> 
then we do and are usually 
phy sically activ e. 
I f y o u are a sea-lev el inhabi­ 
tant and go to altitude, y o u 
must be careful no t to o v erdo 
phy sical activ ity fo r sev eral 
day s and preferably fo r two 
weeks. Many men do no t pay 
attentio n to this and will go o ut 
go lfing o r hunting and climbing 
immediately . They will be far 
mo re activ e than they are used 
to being at ho me, as well as be­ 
ing ex po sed to altitude. The 
co mbinatio n can be a threat 


Any o ne 
planning a 
trip to 
altitude with any fo rm o f activ i 
ty sho uld try to impro v e 
phy sical fitness befo re making 
the trip 
The decrease in o x y gen in the 
atm o sphere is really v ery 
gradual. We usually do no t 
think any thing v ery impo rtant 
happens to the bo dy until after 
5 ,(XX) feet. Yo u are just at the 
margin at 6 ,000 feet and it is un 
likely that it will hav e any 
significant 
effect o n 
y o ur 
medical status o r y o ur health 
The 5 ,(NX) fo o t lev el is called 
the “ phy sio lo gical thresho ld, 
meaning that is the po int where 
y o u can 
first 
no tice 
any 
changes in bo dy respo nses. Of 
co urse, if y o u were go ing to run 
a mile race at 5 ,000 feet and 


were a sea lev el uweiio r, y o u 
wo uld no t likely do 
as well 
Fro m 5 ,000 feet o n, things begin 
to change. 
Fo r tho se accusto m ed to 
liv ing at 7,(XX) feet, o r who are 
acclimatized, 7,(XX) feet is o f no 
impo rtance and 
po ses 
no 
limitatio n, in itself, o n activ ity . 
Yo u will hav e co mpleted all 
o f the mo re impo rtant 
ac­ 
climatizing adaptatio ns within 
a few mo nths at altitude. All 
things being equal, I wo uld 
think o ther co nsideratio ns are 
mo re impo rtant in y o ur case 
av ailability o f medical suppo rt, 
family suppo rt, and what y o u 
are do ing abo ut smo king, diet, 
ex ercise and co rrectio n o f any 
medical 
pro blems 
that 
y o u 
might hav e.
